Reed'* Caustic Comm ent on H i* P o r­ 
tra it In the H ouse Gallery. 
Among tile most interesting features 
'o f tile capitol at Washington are the i 
i numerous paintings of departed states- j 
I men ami events of importance in our 


J national history. 
In the wide gallery 
j back of the bouse ot representatives 
are |K»rtraits of the various speakers 
I of the house. 
The likeness of each 
i speaker is hung in this hall of fame 
; upon his retirement from office. 
The portrait of every speaker can Ih« 
found there, wit ii but one exception. 
The missing face is that of Nathaniel J 
Macon of North Carolina, who was 
speaker from 
I SII I 
to 
1807. 
Macon 
was a modest, unassuming man of 
simple manners, attired always in tin* 
coarse homespun of the dn.vv although 
an exceptionally able official. 
A lover 
of horses and cattle, be entered the 
pedigree of bis own blooded stock in 
his family Bible. 
Macon never posed 
for his picture. 
Although every effort 
has Im'OU made to discover a portrait 
of him. the search has been without 
avail. 
A service of barely five minutes in 
the speaker's chair won for one man a 
space on 
the 
wall of this gallery. 
Schuyler Colfax, speaker of the house, 
was elected vice president and took 
the oath of office on the 4th of March. 
isi;;i 
On the morning of that day 
I Colfax resigned the speakership, and 
Theodore M. Pomeroy of New York 
was elected speaker for the remaining 
few minutes of the session. 
The picture of Thomas B Reed was 
painted during the last year of his 
term of office. 
When it was shown to 
him he looked at it closely. 
He no­ 
ticed the protruding lips. the florid 
complexion, the heavy, flabby checks 
and massive neck. 
His eyelids partly closed and 
his 
countenance grew cold. 
Slowly and 
with 
his 
inimitable drawl 
he com­ 
mented : 
“ I hope that my dearest enemy is 
satisfied now.” 
Then with an expression of irony on 
his countenance lie turned and left the 
room. 
Of the many portraits from life in 
tile capitol the most valuable is one of 
the Gilbert Stuart pictures of Wash­ 
ington. 
There are two portraits of 
Washington by Stuart. 
One of these 
Stuart portraits of Washington cost the 
government $5,000. 
This is the most 
expensive portrait in the capitol. How­ 
ever. other pictures in the building 
have been Infinitely more expensive— 
for Instance, the great “ Battle of I-ake 
Erie." at the turn of Hie senate stair- j 
case, showing Commodore Perry l e a r .’ 
log his flagship af the height of the 
battle, cost $30,000. 
These pictures in the capitol are fre­ 
quently 
cleaned, 
restored 
and 
re­ 
framed 
For this purpose the pictures 
are removed from their frames. 
Great 
pads of blotting paper are spread out 
on the surface prepared for the opera­ 
tion. 
These blotting pads are then 
thoroughly soaked with oil. 
The pic­ 
ture is laid with its bark on the pads 
while weights are placed on its face. 
The oil Is slowly absorbed by the pic­ 
ture. and the colors gradually brighten* 
up.—Chicago Tribune.
